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measuring node (DCMN), and a fuse with a first end connected to a voltage force 
node (VFN) and a second end connected to a second electrode of the MOS 
capacitor and the second end of the fuse also connected to a gate of the MOS 
transistor, and wherein all VFNs are commonly connected and all DCMNs are 
commonly connected, the method comprising: 

a) applying a stress voltage Vforce to the commonly connected 



connected DCMN over time. 

36. (New) The method of claim 35, further including: 

d) noting points in time where the cumulative current flowing 
through the DCMN drops suddenly in a step-wise fashion^

appl5dng drain voltage to the commonly connected DCMNs; and 



measuring cumulative current flowing through the commonly
